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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed November 14, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Therefore, the rejections are maintained. 

2. In response to applicant's argument that Pocock is in essence nonanalogous art, 
it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's 
endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the 
applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the 
claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case. Pocock is used to teach the concept of using keystrokes on a 
handset to represent various station Identification information, e.g. call letters. In 
addition, Pocock, in column 2, lines 35 to 40, teaches that a listener of a radio station or 
the like, may recall and preview music pieces previously broadcast, in real-time by using 
the handset. The Examiner further submits that the teaching in Pocock could be used 
to suggest the same concept but using a wireless handset, as it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have 
understood that the concept of using a phone handset to select media programs to be 
delivered to the phone could be used with any type of handset on various types of 
networks because crossover of concepts between wire-line and wireless devices is well 
known. 

3. As to whether Bottum with Pocock teach the claimed invention, the Examiner 
maintains that they do. Bottum teaches that a subscriber may gain access to audio 
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data by using a wireless interface to contact the provider directly and select the audio 
data for transmission to the MIR, using the MIR. See column 3, line 54 to column 4, line 
16, which discusses the MIR user interface and the selection of various audio offerings. 
In addition, the MIR may be in the form of a wireless handset as shown in Figure 2. 
Therefore, one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would have 
understood that using the various station identification information taught by Pocock 
(column 13, lines 6 to 14) would be one manner is which to select the audio offerings 
supplied by the MIR of Bottum. See, Bottum, column 3, lines 65-67, which indicates 
that the audio offerings may be ordered/categorized in any of various combinations. 
4. As to the double patenting rejection, this rejection is maintained for the reasons 
indicated above in reference to the teachings of Pocock.
